June 29—H ordes 
of arm y worm s have made destruc­ 
tive attacks In the southeastern sec­ 
tion 
of 
Bucks 
County, 
reports 
County Agent William F. Greena- 
walt. 
"The heaviest Infestation Is In the 
Newtown. Langhorne and Yardley 
areas." Mr. G reenaw alt said. “The 
worms are appearing alm ost over­ 
night In large num bers and are 
leaving a sw ath of destruction In 
the 
county. 
Although 
effective 
means have been found for their 
control, they have been carrying 
their total w arfare Into new te rri­ 
tory," the county agent said. 
The arm y worms, named because 
of the m anner in which they travel 
when foraging for food, have been 
able to spread because of the com­ 
paratively mild w inter and cold, 
wet spring. 
“Farm ers have been applying In­ 
secticides. mostly In the forma of 
sprays, with the use of all sorts of 
spray equipm ent, and have been 
working day and night In some In­ 
stances." Agent G reenaw alt said 
"Both 
DDT and chlordane have 
proved effective, one pound of ac­ 
tual DDT or ohlorane per acre Is 
recommended." he said

And with such long days and so 
much good weather, children 
from two to sis more often face 
such dangers In summer than in 
winter. 
Then, too, tot* incline to 
wander off from the home yard 
and lawn and to explore new 
places. Bom* are attracted to 
ponds and streams, and summer 
freshets claim some little lives. 
In rural areas where so many 
new ponds are being made, water 
hasards increase for tots. Also 
come youngsters from six to 
twelve build rafts and venture 
with them on larger streams, 
ponds and lakes. Besides, the 
“old swimming hole" has perils 
for children who cant swim. And 
children who are not well dis­ 
ciplined and supervised may ven­ 
ture Into deep water at regular 
hntfctag places. Because many 
pa n ada are not alert to such 
dangers there are a good many 
I tragedies. 


Bor children under twelve or 
thirteen there are increasing 
moral hasards In summer, espe­ 
cially In outlying areas of vil­ 
lages, towns and dues.

Take Heart, Rabbits 
Washington, June SI. 
There la real encouragement in 
certain political happenlnga or the 
past ala weeks for those scared 
rabbits In Congress who. though 
bating it In their hearts, dare not 
assert Independence of the bullying 
labor bosses, who threaten to drive 
out of public life men who refuse 
to take their orders. 


tuftily 
they 
hare 
softened 
and 
weakened. 
And their Journalistic 
interpreters shy away front the 
labor issues, insist the real fight 
against Mr. Taft Is because of bls 
‘'isolationism," which Is not so. and 
bls estreme conservatism, which 
is disproved by his record. Add all 
these things up and there does 
seem reason for the scared rabbits 
to take heart. They ought to know 
by now that these windy labor poll* 
tlclans are more than half bluff and 
bluster and that the bulk of Amer­ 
ican people have a strong distaste 
for them. 


The first of these, of course, was 
the failure of the CIO-AFL-Brother- 
hood combination to save Senator 
Pepper from a crushing defeat in 
Florida, though he was their out* 
standing labor stooge and they 
alerted their full strength and 
spent a lot of money in hia behalf. 
Another Incident was the stern de­ 
nunciation by Governor Duff of 
Pennsylvania of the "criminal vio­ 
lence” shown by the unions In the 
milk strike. 
He compared thoae 
who held up and upset milk trucks 
with bandits and promptly ordered 
State police to put an end to It 
Reports are that Governor Duff, 
now Republican candidate for th * 
Senate, bas been greatly strength­ 
ened by this action. 
The labor 
bosses hastened to disclaim and de­ 
plore 
violence, 
the 
people 
ap­ 
plauded and there has been com*! 
plete absence of threats toward the 
Governor. 


A third example was In the Cali­ 
fornia primary, where the CIO- 
AVTrsupported candidates — "Jim ­ 
mie” Roosevelt for governor and 
Helen Gahagan Douglas for sena­ 
tor—were unable to make a suffi­ 
ciently impressive showing to pre­ 
vent the odds from being 8 to S In 
favor of their Republican oppo­ 
nents in a state where the Demo­ 
crats have a registration majority 
of more than a million. Further evi­ 
dence of the prospects of "Jimmie” 
and Mrs. Douglas, who have been 
rushing around the 8tate promising 
everybody, 
everything, 
are 
the 
pathetic pleas of their friends that 
General Elsenhower give a public 
pat on the back to "Jimmie" and 
that Editor Manchester Boddy, Mrs. 
Douglas’s primary opponent, now 
declare he didn't mean any of the 
critical things he said or wrote 
about her. 
The argumenta for these Ideas 
are unconvincing. For example, it 
la asserted that General Elsen­ 
hower owes a debt of gratitude to 
"Jimmie" for urging his nomina­ 
tion at the Democratic Convention 
of 1818. Of course, the fact la a 
great many other unauthorised and 
publicity-seeking persons were urg­ 
ing General Elsenhower at that 
time. Most of them—like "Jimmie" 
—were not pro-Eisenhower, Just 
anti-Truman. The General had said 
In a way no friend could mistake 
that he did not want a presidential 
nomination then. 
Particularly, he 
did not want a Democratic nomina­ 
tion. "Jimmie’s" noisy boosting did 
him no favor. Rather, it embar­ 
rassed him. He owes him no pat 
on the back, lf anything, he owes 
him a kick In the pants. As for Mr. 
Boddy. the Idea is he should swal­ 
low bls critical words about the 
arch Mrs. Douglas out of "chiv­ 
alry." 
Well, well. well, think of 
that! It seems extremely unlikely 
that either the General or Mr. 
Hoddy will be prodded Into that 
kind of inutton-headedness. 


A final encouragement to the 
scared rabbits Is the Ohio situation. 
That fight started months ago with 
an avalanche of propaganda and 
fiery 
declarations 
by 
the labor 
bosses that Senator Taft, author of 
the Taft-Hartley Act and "Public 
Enemy No. I," was to be “driven 
out of public life." The Issue, they 
proclaimed, was clearly drawn be­ 
tween labor's enemies and labor’s 
friends. Every ounce of strength 
labor 
could 
muster 
would 
be 
thrown into the battle. With full 
support from Chairman Boyle and 
the White House, they were confi­ 
dent of killing off Mr. Taft by such 
a majority as greatly to enhance 
labor’s political power. Out of vic­ 
tory would emerge a national Amer­ 
ican Labor party along British lines. 


But it isn’t working out that way. 
In the first place, there was a wide 
public 
reaction 
in 
the 
country 
against the gross arrogance of the 
labor attitude. People sensed what 
It would mean to public life here 
lf they could make good on their 
threats. Senator Taft quietly cam 
psigned In every Ohio county, pre­ 
senting the facts. The net result 
was the union 
politicians, even 
with Mr. Boyle’s help, were unable 
to get any outstanding Democrat 
to run against him and reluctantly 
have had to get behind a political 
pigmy. And a few days ago the 
popular 
and independent 
Demo­ 
cratic Governor Lausche, candi­ 
date for re-election, and the origi­ 
nal labor choice to run against Mr. 
Taft, came out In a stimulating 
statement strongly Indicating his 
intention of voting for him "In the 
national Interests." 


Now, they have backed away j 
from their own Issue. They no long­ 
er want the fight to be one between | 
Senator 
Taft 
and 
themselves. 
Privately, they concede Mr. Taft I 
is practically a two-to-one bet to 
win. They still screech about this 
"evil man” and the awful iniquity [ 
of lh# Taft-Hartley law.
